Next day we 
fcught Again, and after that wo did 
not exchange a word fur four weeks.

tiou to take a bettor wan, bat he was 
Just the same, ailoul, aullcn, and 
ready lo clboiv>or bayonet any one 
,wbo acclddiitally brushed him. That 
qight as wo fliud along tho muddy 
highway, speaking ouly in wliispers, 
I saw Jim in Irout of UB >ud 1 Wbir 
porod'tp myself: 

Jim Shanks, il yon don't ]<fi\. killed 
down hero you'll bo hung for murder 
before you are out -ol tbo ariuy a 
year. 

Juat In tbe gray of morning, nnd 
when within a uillo oi Union Town 
Jim Shanks and iiiyacit were svnl 
forw'hrd tu recounoiler. 1 would 
have soouer gope alone, aud ten limes 
looner had the cumpany of any one 
elte, but luck decided it, We said 
.not a word. 1 watched Jim aud aaw 
that be waa as cool aa au old aoldler. 
'ile kuow ai~ well as I did that-we 
wcro advanctDg on Mod>y'k head- 
quarteri, but he aiepped out boldly 
aud wlih'no change in. bia ^ciheauni'. 

When we had nearly reached the 
church, ataudlug on tlie h{II alwVe the 
town and' i^dg the road leadluic 
away to Leeib'ii'ng. 1 halted, know- 
ing that a'plcket post must be near. 
I had not exchanged a word with 
Jim for days, but now J whispered to 
him iiiat we must proceed with vm-

mvd,he growled, atridliig along, and 
alter a minute 1 lollowed him, boili 
of us walking, on ibc stdo of tho hiifh- 
way. 1 knew he wonlil soon strike 
the picket, but it was cither follow 
Jim ur turn baqk. Suddeuly, and 
wilbuot a word, five or six meu rise 
up in our path. I had barely dis- 
cerned Iheui when one seized, my car- 
blue aud anulher irippeu me down, 
while a third growled out.

1 didn't propose to make any fuss, 
but Jim Sfiauks diih Tlio two men 
who grabbed at him were brushed 
oil'like t'ies, and, whirling Ids carbine 
around \\\* head, be cleared a path for 
himself and was lost iu tho darkness. 
Mure than a dbxeu sbbta were tired 
after him, and being lutercepted elt 
Ills retreat dowu the road be inatle 
lor the church ou the hill. B^ore hv 
reached It there wore a icore of 'ene- 
mlea about bim, and the reporlr^r 
the carblnoa soubded more like a 
brisk Akirmlsh than a coufllct with a 
single aoldler, and a raw rcorultat 
that. I think he meant to got into 
the church, though be could not have 
told whether il waa a church qr other 
building in the pitchy dark nclsi. 
Failing to tfal in, be found a retreat 
under tho front s^ps, and in Ihednrk- 
ness the Coiifedci'atos believed that 
liejiud escaped altogether. The) how- 
over, throw a lino of vidcttcs ncruss 
roads and fields, and It would not 
have beeu possible for Jim Shanks to 
regain liiu road by tvhich wo bad 
come. 

Had tbo rest of tho cninmand 
moved u,) on bearing llie row, there 
ini)fht have been a show to release 
both ot us, but Ibey did not oiiino.

I WIS retained at tbo picket-post 
because Mo8by''» '^out0'"tnl was there, 
and because .tie lioiMtd to 4iribe ok, 
frighten me into giving Informatlpn 
of value. I waa,>tb«rofore In position 
to eee''the ruault of JIM, ^bank's 
work, aingle lianiled and alone. 
WboA lie broke away be dlsablAd one 
man by a lii^w (foii^ bia carbine. In 
his fliglit lie killed one Aid wounded 
two oihera. Wounded' kqd dead 
wore brouKbt lo tba picket-post, and 
I aaw them. Iilosby'a .umu were ler. 
rible iuceusotit and. but for tbe fear at 
an attack by Jour force,, whpso 
strength they did nut know, 1 bolfcve 
they Would hare liuug luo up lu ihcir 
*nr«ttfage. ' - 

It was the guerilta eliteflalu'a lost 
dash Into the 'beautiful vAllet. He 
was ghtherlng forage and hurrying li 
back lo Loo's linos, and many farmers 
tvero robbed of their last horse and 
their last ear of corn. In three days 
moro they tvonld baVO lioau Out Sf 
tho valley entirely. 

At tho first signs of daylight, and 
when tho old church on tho hill was 
visible through the gray of morning 
caiye a bullet whicli burod a soldier 
through and through aud dropped 
him dead in hia tracks. It was irom 
the carbine of Jim Sbauka, iliding 
jindfr th« tiepa, he bad only wailed 
fordaviight'to open the Bght auow— 
not watting to ba bunted - p.ui 
audoapto^ AU. waa esoiiaAiieni 
lu an lu4anl, and 4k aoon aa JIm'a lo- 
cation waa betrayed, the guerrillas 
scattered and formed a skirmish line. 
The fire of lliia line waa conoeutfated 
on the alepi, and waa aa «ii>id aa It 
oppDead tA a Hue of baltl^rTbe fir- 
lug bad juat begau wbtnonooftbe 
skiruiahert<tell away from aatump 
with a bullet in bia bead. Iu three 
miuutoa another waa shot through 
tlio chosl. Jim Shauks had) forty 
rounds of aiuinuniiion, and he fired 
slowly and with precision. I could 
see splinters tiy from tbo steps every 
time a bi^ll struck, audi kuow that 
ifiany of ihe bullets wore driving; 
riitlit through Ihe boards. For a long 
Iwoiity ininules, Jim held that skir 
nilsli line of itveaiy-liyo men utbay, 
killing throe and wounding Itvo. 
counted his shots, aud ho fired Just 
twooty-one times. 

A relnfo(«|imont of about twenty 
mounted men Snally caine up, and 
bltcblug ihVIr borse under cover ot 
tba hill the men look the skirmish 
Iliid. lluat'as tlie firing began oniiw 
Jim Bhanks suddouly fell his cover 
aud ran,ior tho borse down ,tho road. 
Everyaklrniiaherroea up, aui| iWc 
muathava beeu at IcAfl one buudrcd 
bnllela fired at the running ^yian uosi> 
minute. I aaw tboin plow up llic 
eartb all arounil him, add one of them 
aeUt bit cap sailing into the air. As 
ho go^In line with the horses ttellre 
slackened while the men saw liia'pUn 
and rushed forward. Jliii was in no 
hurry, Itjslliig his carbino otern 
saddle ho wounded niiotlicr of l.i^ 
pursuers, aud it souiiied a full niiiiuli 
beforo ho Oiouutud and rode oil 
toward Lcosbnri,'. There was a ru»h 
for tho liorNcs, and atvay they gal- 
loped after Iho recruit, tiring as thoy 
rode. 

The strange luck that had stood b) 
)im Bhanks iu Ibis light initilit have 
aided him to escape had ho sulueted a 
buUor horse. Alter a gallop ol hall 
an hour ho found his pursuers gain- 
ing, and In trying tu get inlo'tlie 
fields bis horso loll, rolled oifnr. tbe 
poor fallow, and ilho pursuera found 
him dead when they rode up. His 
ulothing was fairly riddled with bul- 
lets, and yet his'fiil^h had not boon 
scmlelied. Tbe ohurch steps wero ss 
full of lioK'S as a colander, and abv/iii 
lit saiusdUtauca apart, aud ySt^itt 
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was not wounded. Mean sjiiriled, 
olislinale and di>i:<,'ud as a tcul-nato,' 
he had Iho ronrage of a lion and tho 
gallantry uf a.kniglil, and the liri-t 
Olid last Kfnvo ever dug for a union 
soldier by Mooby's men tvas hol- 
lowed out for a recruit ivhu hail 
never been nt iho fmnl.

One night a baud of twenty-Ave 
men moved out of our camp for a 
scout across the London valloy, then 
held by Mosby, aud luck placed Jim 
Shanks ulongsido of ine. lie was so- 
leclcd by accldcut, it bciu^ tho inten- 
tion to take a better man, but he was 
Just tbe same, silent, Bullen, and 
ready to elbow or bayonet any one 
,who accidentally brushed him. That 
qiglit' as wo AleS along tbe inuddy 
highway, speaking only in whispers, 
I saw Jim in Iront of me aud 1 wbis- 
pered'^p myseir: 

Jim Shanks, it yoa don't get killed 
down bere you'U bo hung for murder 
before you are ou 
year. 

^Ost in the gray of morning, and 
when wltliiu a mile el Union Tuwu, 
Jim Sb'atiks and thyself wore sent 
forward to reconnolter. 1 would 
have sooner gone alone, aud ten times 
sooner liad the company of any ouo 
else, but luck decided it, Wc said 
nut a word. 1 watched Jim and saw 
that he was as cool as an old soldier 
lie knew as well as I did that we 
were advanciu^' on Mosby's head 
quarters, but ho slopped out boldly 
and Willi no change in his j^eiiicanur. 

When wo bad uoarly roaehod the 
church, staudlug ou tlic liill above the 
town and facing the road leading 
away to Leesburg. 1 baited, know- 
ing that a picket pott must be near. 
I had uot exohan^ed a word with 
Jim for davs.biit now } whispered to 
lilm tiiat wu must procQod With cau- 
tl«». ♦

1 knew ho would soofl' strike 
the picket, but it was either fiflW^i 
Jim or turn baek. Suddenly, aud 
witliuul a word, Ave or six men r^'te 
up In our path. .1 bad barely dis- 
cerned Ihpw wbeo q^e seized, my c^r- 
bluo aud Another iMppeu me down 
while a third voyilei out. 

If you make «uv fuss you'll gel a 
'bullet mighty .qnlek. 

I didn't propose id mako any fuss, 
but Jim Sbanks didt Tiib .two men 
.who grabbed at iiirn wero., brushed 
ofl'like flics, and) wbirliiig his carbine 
around bis head, he cleared si path for 
himself and wo* lost in tho darkness: 
More than a dozen shots were tired 
after him, and boing iutererpted oit 
ills retreat down tho road he made 
lor the church ou tho hill. It^oro lie 
reached it tliere were a ficore of one 
lilies about liini, and llie rcpurls oi 
llio carljiiics Bounded niuro like a 
brisk skirmish than acouAicl with a 
single soldier, and a raw reorult at 
that. I think he meant lo got Into 
the church, though he could not have 
told whether it was a church qr other 
building In the pitohy darknesi. 
Failing to gel iu, be found a retreat 
under tho front t^ps, and in the dark- 
n«u tlie Coufedoratos bclievod that 
bejiad escaped altogolbcr. They how- 
ever, throw, a line of yidotlos across 
roads aud fields, and It would nut 
have bceu possible for Jim Shanks to 
regain tho road by which we had 
come. 

Had tho rest of tho command 
moved up on hearing (ho ruw, there 
niight have been a show to release 
both ol ns, but lliey did not ooiiio. 
lly the lime Iho soldiers had given up 
tho search for Jim our cniiirudef 
wore on the back track for tbe I'olo 
nine. 

1 was retained at Iho picUol-post 
heeaiiso Mosby 'ii lieutenant wiiK there, 
and because. he hoped to Iiribo o*, 
frighten ine Into giving iiiformatipn 
of value. I was. therefore In position 
to see 'tlie result of Jim ^bank's 
work, einglo handed and alone. 
When lie broke Away ho disabled one 
man by a blow ({oii> his carbine. In 
his fliglit lie kllleil one Itlid wounded 
two otherf. Woundell' Aijd dead 
wore brought to the picket-post, and 
I SAW them; Uoaby's nian were ter- 
rible inceuso^t and, but for (be fear ot 
an aiiick by J)!^ .force ^ wlipso 
siretigib they did nut kuow, I bollovc 
they would have bung mo up lu thoir 
'flrst itegc. 

It was the guerilla cliicftnlii's last 
dash into Ihe 'bcauilfui valley. He 
was gbthcring forage and hurrying li 
bock lo Leo's lines, and many farmers 
were robbed of thoir last hoi-.-io and 
their last ear of corn. Iu three days 
more they would have boon out of 
the VAlley entirely. 

'At the first signs of daylight, and 
when Iho old church on tbe hill 'vras 
visible through the gray of morning 
caipe a bullet whiqb .bured a soldier 
ihrougH and through and dropped 
him dead In his tracks. It was Iroin 
the carbine Of Jim Shanks. Hiding 
undfr the slops, he bad only waitqd 
for darligbt to opeii Uie flgbt anew— 
uot waiting to bo buntod 'p.ut 
audoapto^d. AH. was exeitil&oni 
in an inaiant, ahd soon isl Jin's lo- 
cation was betrayed, the guerrillas 
scatlerod and formed a skirmish hue. 
The flro of ihis line was eonceutrated 
ou tbe steps, and was ss .^pid as ll 
opposed to a Ituo uf battle? ' "The Ar- 
lutf had just began when oiio of the 
skiriaishcrs fell uway from a sluini. 
with a bullet ill his head. In three 
minutes another was shot through 
tho cliosl. Jim Shanks had^ forty 
rounds of ammunition, andhuAred, 
slowly and Willi precision. 1 could 
see splinters Ay from tho steps evorv 
time a bif II' struck, audi kuow O.ai 
many of the bullets were driving 
right through the boards. For a long 
twenty miuuies, Jim held I'jat skir- 
mish lino of tweniy-flve mPM at^y, 
killing three and wouiiding two. 1 
bounied hie shots, and b) fired just 
twenty-One times. 

A relnforeftBont of abt'Ut twenty 
mounted men finally came up, and 
bitching thbir horse uutler ouvcr ol 
the hill the men look the skirniUb 
lino. Just aa tbe firing began oiiqw, 
Jim Shanks sndduuly leil bis cover 
and ranjor tlio horso down tiio road, 
Every ekiriiiisiier rose lip, ami llie;e 
must have been at Icasi one hundred 
bullets tired at the running ^uiaii iicxi 
minute. I saw tbcni plow up (lie 
earth all arountt bim, si.d one of them 
seut his uap sailing into tho air. As 
ho got iu line with the horses Ihoilre 
slackened while the luoii saw hi(iVl"n 
and rushed forward. Jhn . was in no 
hui-ry, ItMlIng bis oarbino over n 
saddle be. wounded another uf I.i- 
pursuers, and ilaeemcd a full minute 
boforo ho 4l|0uiitiid and .rode uA 
toward Loesburg. '1,'hero was a ru«b 
for tbo horses, and ' away thoy gal- 
loped hfter tbo neruii, as ihoy 
rode. • • 

The strange lock that had stood by 
.lini Shanks in this Agbt might have 
aided iiiui lo osoape Iwd be''iMtei:ud a 
butter horse. Alter- a ghHop of hall 
an hour ho found bis pursuers gaiu 
iiig, and iu trying lo gel into' the 
Qelds his horse foil, rolled oi'nr tb 
poor follow, and Iho' pursuers found 
hiiu dead when they rodo up. His 
ololhtng was fairly riddled Willi bul- 
lets, and yet his Aetih had uoi been 
icratoiied. Tho cliuri;h steps wero fi» 
full of holes OS a colander, and abotit. 
ihe utttsdUtaaco apart, aud y&t^iiU 



was' not wounded. Mean spirited, 
ubsllnsle and dogged as a tcui-nalc, 
he had tho conrage of A Hun and tliu 
Allantry. «f A<knight, and tho Ari-t 
nd l^st grave ever dug fur.a viiloii 
soldier . by JJos^y's meij wis hoi-^ 
lowed out ' for a recruit who bad 
uovor been at tb* fmni.
